IMPORTANT 1795 DOLLAR WITH OFF CENTER BUST - B-14, BB-51 





1795 Draped Bust Dollar Off Center Bust. PCGS graded XF-40. B-14, BB-51, R.1. Both the obverse and reverse die of this coin were the first of their design, 
and each was "experimental" in the sense that later versions were different, based upon the experience gained from these two. On the obverse, the bust of Liber- 
ty faces right, her hair is tied up in a ribbon at back. The bust was not properly centered in the die, being placed slightly to the left. In contrast, the second Draped 
Bust obverse die of this year (BB-52) is well centered. This suggests that the BB-51 die, being the first use of the Draped Bust obverse in American coinage, was 
“tested,” found to be too far left, and corrected on later dies. 


The reverse die, probably the very first made with the so-called Small Eagle motif, has its own distinctive qualities. The eagle is differently styled than on the 
reverse of the 1795 Flowing Hair dollars, and in the present incarnation is more substantial in build and is standing on clouds (on the earlier style the eagle was 
on a rock). The wreath is composed of an olive branch to the left and a palm branch to the right, quite unlike the style used earlier. The letters are much small- 
er than generally seen elsewhere; thus the Small Eagle, Small Letters reverse, as it is known. Completely apart from its being the first example of the new design, 
the reverse die used on BB-51 is one of the most remarkable in all of American numismatics, and was eventually mated with obverse dies bearing four different 
dates (known today as varieties 1795 BB-51 as here offered, plus 1796 BB-62, BB-63, and BB-66 - now relapped - 1797 BB-72; and 1798 BB-81). The features 
are cut in shallow relief, and the rim is low. Thus, all impressions from the die appear somewhat flat, a situation particularly evident on coins in VF or lower 
grades. The shallow relief does not materially affect the appearance of higher grade coins such as the present coin, which has exquisite detail, including a full com- 
plement of eagle feathers. As with the obverse, the reverse die "tested" the design, the Small Eagle motif, and was corrected in later versions by having larger let- 
ters with better spacing, with higher relief, and with a higher rim. 


This boldly struck coin is distinguished by palest gray toning with hints of rose, all highlighted by narrow bands of sparkling luster that outline or "halo" the 
sharply defined reliefs, giving the coin unusual visual fascination. This distinctive major dollar variety shows the newly introduced Draped Bust positioned unmis- 
takably far to the left on the obverse. Bowers attributes this as the first of two dies used in 1795 to introduce the Draped Bust motif, and, indeed, the first of any 
United States coin to illustrate this design. Soon, the Draped Bust obverse became standard on copper and silver coins. Circulation is very evenly distributed on 
both sides but is readily apparent only on the center of the eagle. Here is an unusually pleasing example that can be an important component of a carefully assem- 
bled type, date, or date-variety collection. 


All in all, 1795 B-14, BB-51 is a most fascinating, historical, and numismatically important variety. (#96858)

Of the 756,000 silver dollars that the facility did produce in 1879, many saw extensive circulation on the fron- 
tier, or were later lost to the Pittman Act. 


The so-called “Capped Die” is really a large CC recut over a smaller CC. Years ago these coins were valued much lower than the so-called “Perfect Die” coins, 
but the advent of certified grading and population data changed the perceptions of collectors. Today, better-grade Uncirculated “Capped Die” coins are valued 
higher than their “Perfect Die” counterparts. 


A magnificent specimen of the second rarest Carson City Morgan dollar (trailing only the 1889-CC). This coin is fully lustrous with a colorful arc of rich sun- 
set-golden toning at the top of the obverse; the remainder of the coin is untoned and fully frosted. A good strike adds to the appeal. In fact, we must emphasize 
this coin is certainly at the top of the MS65 category and is a definite candidate for an even finer grade.

Leroy Van Allen and George Mallis recognized six different varieties of 1900-O/CC dollars in their Comprehensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of U.S. Morgan 
and Peace Dollars. Walter Breen claims that “six working reverses were found;” it’s not clear whether this was based on documentation that he was aware of, or 
simply an inference based on the number of varieties enumerated in the Van Allen-Mallis reference. If the latter is true, then the actual number of dies received 
from Carson City could have been substantially greater, but more thoroughly lapped, thus completely effacing the “CC” mintmark, before being used for pro- 
duction.

While the quarter eagles of 1802 have been called 1802/1 overdates for well over 
a century, their actual overdate status is still a matter of small debate. Careful examination reveals very little evidence that could prompt one to hang their hat on 
the overdate status, as there is just a thin, tenuous diagonal mark connecting the ball of the 2 to the upright of that numeral. Many of today’s specialists, includ- 
ing Q. David Bowers, feel that perhaps minor damage to the die or numeral punch caused the anomaly that has given rise to the overdate appellation. 





The reverse die reveals two salient marks that help to identify the variety. The first of these is a faint die-line that extends from the eagle's second wing feather to 
the first A in AMERICA, while the other is a much heavier die-line that extends from the upper corner of the shield into the eagle's wing below the L in 
PLURIBUS. 


Highly lustrous yellow-gold with a pronounced prooflike appearance, especially so on the reverse. Some central striking weakness is seen on both sides, otherwise 
the design elements are strongly represented. A truly lovely example of the date, one of a small handful of Mint State examples known to today’s collecting com- 


munity. Definitely a golden opportunity for an attentive bidder. (#7650)

was revised slightly (as was the half eagle), the diameter was made smaller, and the edge treatment was modified. Quarter eagles of the new type were made from 
1829 through 1834. Although all quarter eagles of this general style are sufficiently rare that most people collect but a single example. The coin offered here is 
well above average in its quality. The obverse is exceedingly sharp with superb detail, including complete definition of the stars, dentils, Liberty’s hair strands, and 
every other detail. The reverse is far above the sharpness usually seen. It has some trivial lightness involving several small feathers to the left of the shield, but this 
characteristic is shared with even Proof examples such as that in the Bass Collection. The present coin thus stands tall among circulation strikes, not only of this 
year, but of the entire type. Both the obverse and reverse impart a subtle green-gold finish with soft, satiny fields offering pleasing eye appeal. Only a few tiny sur- 
face marks confined mostly to the obverse are present that seem to explain the grade. 


Only 4,520 quarter eagles were struck in 1831, and all quarter eagles of this era were produced in small numbers. At the time, none were seen in circulation any- 
where in the United States, and to produce them cost more in bullion than their face value was worth. However, senators and representatives in Washington were 
allowed to request their pay in gold coins, rather than in slightly depreciated paper, or in silver. Thomas Hart Benton, for one, did this. Nicknamed “Old Bul- 
lion,” Benton was an advocate of gold coinage and was instrumental in drafting the Act of June 1837 which changed the standard. During the first several decades 
of the 19th century there were many virulent opponents to paper money, ranging from giant issuers such as the second Bank of America, to various state char- 
tered banks as well as unchartered banking businesses. Benton was one of the most vehement along with Hezekiah Niles (editor of Niles’ Weekly Register). (#7671)

German Notgeld Collection. Notgeld (German for emergency money or 
necessity money) is special money issued to deal with economic crisis situa- 
tions such as a shortage of small change. During the early 20th century, such 
money was issued in several countries, but primarily Germany and Austria, 
to deal with a shortage of small change, due to the need for metal to be used 
for the war effort rather than for coinage. This emergency money was not 
issued by the central bank (Reichsbank), but by various other institutions, 
€.g. town savings banks, municipalities, private and state-owned firms. It was 
therefore not legal tender, but rather a mutually-accepted means of payment 
in a particular locale or site. 


The first large issue of Notgeld started at the outbreak of World War I. Due 
to inflation - caused by the cost of the war - the value of the material that a 
coin was minted from was higher than the value of its denomination. Many 
institutions started to hoard coins. Additionally, the metals used to mint 
coins were needed for the production of war supplies. This caused a massive 
shortage of metal for coinage, which was remedied by issuing banknotes in 
small denominations. 


As these banknotes were very colorful, they soon became a target for collec- 
tors. As the issuing bodies realized this demand, they continued to issue these 
notes beyond their economic necessity up till 1922. Quite often the validity 
period of the note had already expired when the notgeld was issued. The sets 
that were issued in 1920 and predominantly in 1921 were usually extremely 
colorful and depicted many things, such as local buildings, local scenes and 
local folklore/tales. These very colorful sets (that were not actually issued to 
go into circulation) were known as Serienscheine (serial paper money). 


In 1922 inflation started to get out of control. Until 1923 the value of the 
mark deteriorated faster and faster. New money in higher denominations was 
issued constantly. The central bank could not cope with the logistics of pro- 
viding the necessary supply of money, and Notgeld (Papiermark) was issued 
again - this time in denominations of thousands, millions and billions of 


Marks.
